OHIO FARMING SEI^ON USES SC'RIP. 

Scrip is in successful operat'on in the Yellow Springs (Ohio) farming area 
and business is thriving on it. The “substitute currency” is provided by a 
joint stock corporation, and the principles involved are so intriguing to 
economists that Dr. Irving Fisher, of Yale University, recently visited Yellow 
Springs to study the system, and gave it an endorsement. It works like this. 

A farmer having 100 bushels of potatoes, but no cash, wants a carpenter 
to repair his barn. The carpenter, perhaps otherwise unemployed, is will- 
ing to take his pay in commodities, rather than cash, but does not want only 
potatoes. So the farmer sells his potatoes to the exchange, which pays him 
in scrip, the farmer then hires the carpenter, paying wages with this scrip, 
and the carpenter spends the scrip at the exchange, buying potatoes or otner 
things he needs. If either the carpenter or the farmer has some scrip lett 
over he can keep it indefinitely and spend it any time he wants to 

Scrip of the Yellow Springs Exchange is issued on parchment bond paper 
in denominations of 10 cents, 25 cents, 50 cents, $1 and $5. So popular has 
the store become that it has had to enlarge its space twice in the last two 
months. It now has about $1,000 worth of scrip in circulation and is doing 
about $1,000 worth of business a week, about one-third of which is in regu- 
lar cash. — New York Times.

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The Order of the Purple Heart 

By HARVEY L. HANSEN, Piedmont, Cal. 

In connection with the Washington Bicentennial celebration this year, 
General Orders No. 3 of the War Department, dated at Washington, Febru- 
ary 22, 1932. reads as follows: 

“Purple Heart — By order of the President of the United States, the Purple 
General George Washington at Newburgh, August 7, 
17 8 2, during the War of the Revolution, is hereby revived out of respect to 
his memory and military achievements.”

The original order issued by General Washington in 1782 reads as follows: 

Ihe General, ever desirous to cherish a virtuous ambition in his soldiers, 
fu foster and encourage every species of Military merit, directs 

that whenever any singularly meritorious action is performed, the author 
or It shall be permitted to wear on his facings over the left breast, the figure 
of a heart in purple cloth or silk, edged with narrow lace or binding Not 
only instances of unusual gallantry, but also of extraordinary fidelity and 
essential service in any way shall meet with a due reward. Before this 
favor can be conferred on any man, the particular fact, or facts, on which it 
IS to be grounded must be set forth to the Commander-in-chief accompanied 
with certificates from the Commanding officers of the regiment and brigade 
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to which the Candidate for reward belonged, or other incontestable proOi-S, 
and upon granting it, the name and regiment of the person with the action 
so certified are to be enrolled in the book of merit which will be kept at the 
orderly office. Men who have merited this last distinction to be suffered to 
pass all guards and sentinels which officers are permitted to do. 

“The road to glory in a patriot army and a free country is thus open to 
all — this order is also to have retrospect to the earliest stages of the war, 
and to be considered as a permanent one.’’ 

This is believed to have been the first insignia of valor awarded by any 
country to the rank and file of soldiers, and it was the first given in this 

republic , . , , , 

So far as the known surviving records show, this honor badge was granted 
to only three men, all of them non-commissioned officers: Sergeant Daniel 
Bissel of the Second Connecticut Regiment of the Continental Line; Ser- 
geant ’Daniel Brown, of the Fifth Connecticut Regiment of the Continental 
Line, and Sergeant Elijah Churchill, of the Second Continental Dragoons, 
which was also a Connecticut regiment. 

Subsequent to the Revolution the Order of the Purple Heart seems to have 
fallen into disuse and no further awards were made. The order vanished 
from public sight and references to the scanty official records concerning it 
practically ceased. In recent years interest in this rare decoration was 
aroused by the publication of articles calling attention to its existence and 
its revival has been projected since 1930. 

The revived decoration consists of a heart-shaped medal, its face gold 
bordered and its center of purple enamel. On the obverse is a relief bust 
of George Washington in the uniform of a General of the Continental Army. 
Its reverse is gold, with the inscription “For Military Merit.’’ The Wash- 
ington coat-of-arms is incorporated in the ring which attaches it to a purple 
ribbon, bordered with white. . 

The award of the Purple Heart for acts or services performed prior to 
February 22, 1932, is confined to those persons who, as members of the 
Army, were awarded the Meritorious Services Citation Certificate by the 
Commander-in-Chief, American Expeditionary Forces, or who were wounded 
in action in any war or campaign under conditions which entitle them to 
wear a wound chevron. 

For acts or services performed subsequent to February 22, 1932, the 
decoration is authorized to be awarded to persons who, while serving in the 
Army of the United States, perform any singularly meritorious act of extra- 
ordinary fidelity or essential service. 

Mr Harrold E. Gillingham, speaking of the original decoration in an arti- 
cle entitled “Indian and Military Medals from Colonial Times to Date, 
mentions this order as the “Decoration of the Purple Heart,’’ stating that it 
was also called the “Order of Military Merit.” That article tells that the 
Book of Merit mentioned in General Washington’s order has yet to be dis- 
covered, but that a draft of the Certificate to accompany the Purple Heart 
is to be found in the Washington papers in the Library of Congress. 

He further mentions that a specimen of this order was found a few years 
ago on a Continental uniform, which hung in a barn at the time of discovery, 
and is now owned by the Society of the Cincinnati in the State of New 
Hampshire. 


FINDS OF (X>INS IN SWEDEN. 

At Getryggen, near Ostansjo, a collection of Swedish coins was discovered 
by workmen while planting trees. Ninety-three coins were found at a rela- 
tive slight depth in the mud. At one spot thirty were found. All are well 
preserved. As to their age, they probably originated from Albert of Meck- 
lenburg (period of 1340-1412). They are about 10-cent size and many have 
the inscription “Albertus Rex” and bear a likeness of the ruler. 

While working on a road near the old market place, Gullaskruv, well 
known at the end of 1600 at a trading center, a number of silver coins were 
discovered from 1665 to 1683. They bear the three crowns and the portraits 
of Charles XI and XH. One coin is dated 1710. All are in good condition. 

On an estate at Ekarp, north of Skurup, 60 species riksdalers and 24 silver 
coins were found. All are of Danish origin and were struck about 1500. —

SOUTH AFRI(\A BAKS BRITISH SILVER AS LEGAIj TENDER. 

Silver coins of Great Britain will not be recognized as legal curr^cy in 
the Union of South Africa after January 15, 1933. When Great Britain 
went off the gold standard a year ago last September a wholesale importa- 
tion of United Kingdom silver took place. Although the POund in treasury 
notes was worth only about 14 shillings in Union currency, 20 shillings in 
British currency were accepted as 20 shillings in Union currency.

MEDALS AND DECORATIONS. 

According to press dispatches in September of this year the Republic of 
Spain has created its first decoration, the “Order of the Republic.” It is to 
correspond roughly to the French Legion of Honor and will be awarded to 
illustrious persons who have rendered distinguished service to Spain. For- 
eigners as well as Spaniards are eligible, and women as well as men. The 
highest grade of this decoration, the collar, may be possessed by only twenty 
persons; the next grade, the band, by 300. In November it was stated that 
the collar of the order would be conferred upon President Lebrun of France. 


Decorations given to Italians who became anti-Fascist and are now living 
abroad are being canceled. The first to suffer was Don Luigi Sturzo. head 
of the defunct Popular party. He lost his rank as an officer of the Crown 
of Italy. 


On the other hand, it is interesting to note that in August of 1932 the 
Knights of the Garter held a secret meeting at the College of Heralds in 
England to readmit the former Emperor William II and his son, the former 
Crown Prince of Germany. The Order of the Garter was originally con- 
ferred upon them by Queen Victoria and at the time of the outbreak of the 
war in 1914, they refused to surrender the badges. Their names were at 
that time struck from the rolls of the Order and their banners were removed 
from the Chapel of St. George at Windsor Castle. According to the new 
action of the chapter, their names will again be inscribed on the rolls and 
their banners rehung in the chapel. 


It is interesting to note that among the private property of ex-King Alfonso 
of Spain confiscated at the Royal Palace in Madrid were found five collars 
of the Order of the Golden Fleece. As the Golden Fleece is not now dis- 
tributed by Austria or by Spain, it has been for some time under discussion 
to have it revived by King Albert of Belgium, who would be the only logical 
distributor at this time. 


In the United States the War Department has advised regarding a new 
method of wearing the Silver Star citation for gallantry in action. It will 
be superimposed upon a bronze star of larger proportions, suspended by an 
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appropriate ribbon, white in background with a central red stripe two blue 
stripes and blue edges. Oak-leaf clusters will be provided for more than 
one citation for gallantry in action. Veterans in the army and in civil life 
whose citations for gallantry are on file in the War Department, and who 
are now authorized lo wear citation stars on the appropriate service ribbon, 
may make application for the Silver Star and the oak-leaf clusters they are 
entitled to, or they may continue to wear the citation stars as at present.

AS IT APPEARS TO TS. 

Every so often some one rises to complain that the A. N. A. is not all it 
should be; that its conventions are not intellectual nor numismatic feasts, 
and that the official magazine is not without its imperfections. These criti- 
cisms occur about as often as economic depressions, but are never so disas- 
trous. Back in the early days of the A. N. A. we find that Dr. Heath was 
confronted with occasional criticism of the contents of the magazine, and his 
replies were that he was doing the best he could in the circumstances and 
that he could not hope to please all. Similar criticism has been voiced at 

times in more recent years. , 

No publication is free from such criticism, whether numismatic or other- 
wise. Any magazine would lose the respect of its readers if its policy or 
contents were changed to satisfy occasional critics. And such criticism is 
not confined to publications. It is found everywhere— in every activity It 
is one of the frailties of mankind to believe that if we were placed in John 
Smith’s position we could do a far better job than John is doing, or that 
Sam Jones is not giving us as good service as we could render if we were in 
Sam’s position. Perhaps this will be changed when we all think alike. 

We trust our readers will pardon the use of space in the magazine to voice 
our convictions. But in view of the discussion of certain matters at the Los 
Angeles convention and in the two succeeding issues of the magazine, we 
feel that a statement from the editor will be expected. 

At the convention one of the Los Angeles members is quoted as saying; 
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It seems to us, as a novice, that the publication (The Numismatist) does 
not come up to the standard of the average advanced collector.” This im- 
plies one of two things: Either that he imagines the A. N. A. is made up of 
advanced collectors, or that the magazine should cater exclusively to the 
collector. In either case we believe the gentleman is mistaken. 
The A. N. A. is not an association wholly of advanced collectors and never 
was. One of its objects as set forth in the constitution is “to encourage 
and assist new collectors.” Material in the magazine for the young collector 
IS as necessary as for the advanced collector — and more so. The advanced 
collector of today was the beginner or young collector yesterday. A maga- 
zine for advanced collectors only would cease to be of interest to the young 
collector, with the result that our membership and subscription list would be 
greatly reduced — probably to the point where it could not be published at 
the present rates. 

In his letter to President Boyer, published last month, the gentleman 
from Los Angeles says: “If less than one per cent, of collectors specialize 
in broken-bank bills, the other ninety-nine per cent, has been imposed upon 
for over ten years, to the practical exclusion of all other material.” He 
qualifies this statement with an “if,” because he certainly must know better. 
A believes it is true, he thinks that less than a dozen members of the 
• ’ eollGct paper money. He probably accepted as true, without any 
reflection, the statement of a gentleman (whom we never heard of before) 
published in the November issue to this effect, and as it bolstered up his 
argument he used it in his letter. The 2l^ years of membership in the A. 

1 * A. of the gentleman from Los Angeles has not been sufficient for him to 
learn the collecting specialties of the members. No one knows, except ap- 
proximately, how many members collect paper money. It may relieve his 
niind when we state that the editor does not collect it except in very limit- 
ed quaiitities The price it has been bringing at auction sales since we began 
publishing th^e list of obsolete paper money prohibits his indulging except 
^Vi statement is an indication of how many members are now 

collecting It, he is welcome to it. 

As to his statement that the paper-money list has practically excluded all 
congratulate him. He seems to be the first to discover 
It. We shall not argue this point. The printed pages speak for themselves 
ana an mdex of the contents of the volume for 1932 appears in last month’s 
issue. Our readers will be the judge of this. 

Complaining of the lack of diversity in the contents of the magazine, he 
says that in his ten years of experience as a university lecturer he has found 
that unless he varies his subject matter a little his audience goes to sleep. 
We extend our sympathy. It is disconcerting to anyone — minister, lawyer, 
professor or lecturer — to have his audience go to sleep. In any criticism 
ot the magazine, past or present, we have never seen it recorded that any- 
one has been found going to sleep while reading The Numismatist 

In his letter to the convention the gentleman from Los Angeles says that 
should be canvassed for articles on a variety of subjects and 
that all papers sent in for publication should be turned over to a committee 
capable of passing upon the advisability, veracity and thoroughness of said 
organ^” needed, in obtaining better material for our official 

Since the gentleman seeks “better material,” the inference is that he does 
not consider the contributed articles in the past have been sufficiently good. 
Perhaps nothing will operate more severely against securing future contri- 
butions than to criticise those that have appeared in the past. The con- 
tributors of these include many who have been and are faithful workers in 
their particular fields, and they will not feel kindly toward critics who judge 
contributions by their own standard of excellence. 

The gentleman from Los Angeles says one of the reasons for having a com- 
mittee to look over papers submitted for publication is to prevent gross 
errors, such as that committed 50 years ago in naming Juan Martin Morelos, 
the Mexican patriot, whose true name was Jose Maria Morelos. His famili- 
arity with Mexican history enabled him to recognize this error much more 
readily than would the average collector. However, he does not lay this 
error on the doorstep of The Numismatist. As much as accuracy is to be 
matters relating to our subject, we doubt if many collectors of 
the Morelos series of coins could give either his baptismal name or that 
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pinned on him in error 50 years ago. Most collectors know him by his sur- 
name only, which seems to answer their purpose. And in this connection it 
occurs to us that back in 1918 it was The Numismatist that first gave pub- 
licity, through one of its valued contributors, to several inaccuracies and 
errors in the generally accepted descriptions of the designs on some of the 
notes in the Confederate series that had gone unchallenged for over fifty 
years. And this without the aid of a committee of censors. 

The number of papers contributed to the magazine has never been large 
enough to permit the selection and use of only the best, and if the sui^ly 
should be restricted for any reason the number would be decreased. The 
purpose of a contribution is to present the writer’s view on a subject, and 
not the view of a committee of censors And we know of no plan that 
would operate so greatly to stifie production of such papers as the program 
of muzzling that has been proposed. Our critic says such a plan is feasible. 
Again we are confronted with a difference of opinion. There are 
reasons why it is not feasible, which will be apparent to those who have had 
charge of a publication as well as those who have not. Under such a plan, 
if a writer sends in a paper, it would be submitted to the proposed commit- 
tee of censors. Even among this committee of super-numismatists there 
might not be unanimity of opinion as to its merits. Assuming that they 
are agreed that it has not sufficient merit for publication, the paper is re- 
turned lo the writer marked “declined,” and he ceases to be a contributor to 
the magazine. Human nature works that way. Admitting that the paper 
has sufficient merit for publication, the committee of super-men find that it 
contains some statements of fact that are not in harmony with their opinions 
and the paper is censored to conform to their understanding or belief. It 
their treatment of the paper is such as to justify the existence of the com- 
mittee, the writer would probably not recognize his own brain-child when it 
appeared in print, and while his name would be attached to it, it would not 
be entirely his production. 

It would be impossible to secure for publication, as has been suggested, 
a continuous stream of contributions of the highest order, no matter what 
inducements are offered. Such papers are not the product of an evening, 
or of several evenings, but are the result of months of labor and research. 
And the A. N. A. has but few members who are in position to pursue their 
studies to such an end. While canvassing the country, as has been proposed, 
for worth-while papers on worth-while subjects by worth-while writers is 
not objectionable in itself, the proposed committee of censors is a luxury 
that we could ill afford. If men cannot be persuaded to prepare papers 
under favorable conditions and without restrictions, the number produced 
under unfavorable conditions, with uncertainty, possible mutilation and de- 
lay in publishing as factors, will be small indeed. In his letter to the con- 
vention the gentleman from Los Angeles evidently assumed that little 
is now being made to secure contributions that measure up to his standard 
of excellence, and that it would be possible to obtain them. It would have 
been constructive criticism if he had mentioned the source of supply. Noui- 
ing pleases an editor better than to have excellent papers submitted foi 
publication. But in an extensive canvass for papers it should be remembered 
that embarrassment to all concerned would result if for any reason it was 
found that solicited papers, if received, could not be used. 

For several years considerable space in the magazine has been given to 
paper money. At the Los Angeles convention a vigorous protest was entered 
against so much space being given to this branch of numismatics. No men- 
tion is made in the proceedings of this protest, because at a later session the 
convention ordered it stricken from the proceedings. Perhaps obsolete 
paper money does not appeal to our Western members as it does to those 
living in the East, because the Western States had little or none of it. But 
that it holds the interest of many collectors there can be no doubt. The 
space given to it in the magazine is justified by this interest. No other fair- 
ly comprehensive list of such issues has ever been compiled or published, 
and there is comparatively little literature on the subject from the numis- 
matist’s point of view. The publication of this list has proved a popu^lar 
feature and has brought us a number of subscribers from libraries and his- 
torical societies in the East. „ 

If considerable space has been given to this branch of collecting, it is 
because it is comparatively new. Twenty-five years ago only a handful of 
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collectors were interested in it and it sold for a song. With the breaking 
up of the Chambers collection about 19 07 or 1908 the possibilities of paper- 
money collecting were brought to the attention of collectors, and since that 
time it has grown in popularity. When we consider that the list being pub- 
lished describes thousands of notes issued by banks and firms and individuals 
doing a banking business, and does not include the additional thousands of 
paper-money issues of business houses and individuals, and the fact that 
many new finds of paper issues are constantly being made, we get a glimpse 
of the possibilities in collecting such currency. And we do not think anyone 
will deny that the history of the United States is more vividly portrayed on 
our paper money than on our coins and even medals. A collector interested 
in the history of the United States will find much to absorb his interest in 
paper money. In addition to the obsolete paper money we have the Con- 
tinental and Colonial currency, the United States fractional currency and 
the issues of United States currency since the Civil War, all of which come 
under the general classification of paper money, and each of which has its 
devoted followers. 

We want to assure our critics that the list of obsolete paper money will 
not continue for a generation, as one of them seems to fear. Even those to 
whom it is of little interest must know that it is being published alphabeti- 
cally by States and that we are approaching the end of the Pennsylvania 
list. Only five or six States remain to be published, and of these only one is 
of considerable size and the end is plainly in sight. The author of these 
lists has had several of the State lists printed in pamphlet or book form and 
the entire edition of each has been quickly sold. This is another indication 
of how ridiculous is the statement that only one per cent, of our members 
collect paper money. 

During the last twenty years many local societies have been organized 
throughout the country, and many of these organizations have become 
affiliated with the A. N. A. as branches. The majority of these society mem- 
bers are also members of the A. N. A. As a result, a fraternal spirit has 
been developed which manifests itself throughout the year and is particu- 
larly in evidence at annual conventions, which makes them partake of the 
nature of reunions. We cannot successfully ignore this fraternal spirit in 
the magazine if we would. And if some space is devoted each month to 
fostering it, we are only carrying out the policy of strengthening the A. N. A. 

If the gentleman from Los Angeles imagines that A. N. A. conventions 
are made up of much entertainment and little numismatics, he is mistaken. 
All will admit that there is much entertainment, but there is also much dis- 
cussion of numismatics, and it usually does not require a round-table for a 
setting. These discussions can be heard around a square table on which rests 
a case of coins. It has been our privilege to listen to a number of such dis- 
cussions, and we have often learned much. And we have been informed that 
similar discussions take place by groups of members in the hotel rooms of 
some of them, with a bed substituted for a round-table. These discussions 
take place at an unholy hour when a few of us have gone to the Land of 
Nod. However, we cannot help but feel that future conventions of the A. 
N. A. will be just about what the members want them to be. The editor 
has sometimes suggested in the past that more time be given to the numis- 
matic side of a convention, but no one paid any attention to him. 

For many years The Numismatist has endeavored to be a news magazine 
rather than a scholarly one. The trend has been in that direction, and it 
has been a natural one — a growth and a process of evolution. The desires of 
its readers, so far as they have been revealed, have been for numismatic 
news of the world. In this respect we believe the magazine has been success- 
ful, and we have long been of the opinion that if any material chan.ge in the 
magazine is desirable, it should be in developing the news feature. The 
average collector wants to know what other collectors are doing and what 
is new not only in the United States but in all parts of the world. By far 
the greater part of such news that has appeared in the magazine has come 
from its readers in contributions in some form, and this feature can be en- 
larged and improved by the cooperation of its readers. 

But we are left in doubt as to how seriously the gentleman from Los 
Angeles desires to be taken in his criticism of the space given to obsolete 
paper money and the contents of the magazine in general. When the No- 
vember issue reached us we glanced through it and considered it an average 
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issue. And we found in addition to the usual installment of obsolete paper 
money there were two other articles on recent finds of obsolete paper issues. 
And a few days later we received a letter from the gentleman from Los 
Angeles, which included the following: “Your November number is excellent, 
and you are to be praised.”

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SWEDEN’S COMMEMORATIVE COIN FOR GUSTAVUS II ADOIA^HIIS. 

To commemorate the 300th anniversary of the death of King Gustayus il 
Adolphus of Sweden, a commemorative 2-kroner silver coin has been issued 
by that country, which is illustrated below. . ^ 

The obverse bears a profile portrait of the hero ot Sweden with a laure 
wreath upon his head. The obverse is without inscription. The reverse has 
a square in which is “Trehundra Arsminne av Konung Gustaf II Adolfs Uod 
vid Lutzen 6 Nov. 1632.” Below is the Swedish shield.^ Surrounding is 
the inscription, “Gustaf V Sveriges Konung. 2 Kr. 193 2. 

In connection with the issue of this coin the following paper was prepared 
and read at the November meeting of the Chicago Coin Club by C. S. Car - 
son, one of its members, and a member of the A. N. A., to whom we are in- 
debted for a specimen for illustration: 

Gustavus Adolphus was born in 1594 and became King of Sweden in 
He had two mother tongues, Swedish and German, and later mastered live 
other languages. He was indeed Sweden’s warrior-king. First he made 
peace with Denmark. Then, assisted by his friend. Chancellor Axel Oxen- 
stierna, he reorganized the government of Sweden. He made war on Lithu- 
ania and Poland and was generally victorious. Then he turned his attention 
to Germany, being afraid that the Emperor would win Baltic ports and 
build up a sea power dangerous to Sweden. As he took leave of the estates 
of his realm in May, 1630, he declared that he had begun hostilities out ot 
no lust for war, but in self-defense and to deliver his fellow Christians from 
oppression.” At Breitenfeld, north of Leipzig, there stands a monument 
bearing the inscription: “Here Gustavus Adolphus, Christian and hero, 
saved for the world intellectual and religious liberty.” The 6th of Novem- 



ber, 1932, was just 300 years since the world’s most significant battle was 
fought on the plains at Lutzen, Germany. History may relate many battles 
where a far greater number of soldiers were involved and where, perhap , 
more blood and lives were spilled, than on that memorable day at Lutzen, 
but never a battle that has meant so much for the generations to follow. 
Every war and every battle otherwise recorded have been fought for more 
local or national honors and interest; but the battle fought on November 6, 
1632, had and always will be of world interest. 

For thirty long years Protestantism and Romanism had grappled to 
supremacy, and victory seemed to sway first to one side and then to the o - 
er; so swayed also the religious life and freedom of the entire world, ine 
blond King from the Scandinavian peninsula, Gustavus II Adolphus, a sin- 
cere lover and ardent supporter of the cause for a complete religious free- 
dom for his people as well as for the whole world, gathered his small army 
and went forth to battle for his country, his people, his own conscience, and 
for the whole Christian world. In his heart and soul he felt that the cause 
was well worth the sacrifice. That victory was to be a hard-won laurel 
Gustavus knew full well. He was fully aware of the prevalent power and 
grip of Romanism, and that the struggles to wrench from such power a vic- 
tory would mean a battle to the most bitter end. Gustavus Adolphus was 
prepared for such a struggle. It was at Lutzen, on November 6, 1632, that 
Gustavus fell in battle, not yet thirty-nine years of age, but the Swedes won 
the battle It was early in the morning that Gustavus Adolphus, after hav- 
Ine committed himself, as well as his small army, to the care of Almighty 
God gathered his scattered and ill-provided forces in fervent prayer groups, 
asking divine guidance and protection, and thus went forth to battle the 
hordes of Rome in the name of the Jehovah of the Hosts. After having had 
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naming prayers with his soldiers, he led them in singing his own hymn, 
Be not dismayed, tho’ little flock.” A thick mist obscured the autumn sun. 
It cleared a little about 11 o’clock. Then the King gave the signal to attack. 

Forward in the name of the Lord: Jesus, Jesus, Jesus, help me to-day to 
strive for the honor of Thy holy name.” The King led the charge. The 
niist again settled. Gustavus became separated from the cavalry. He was 
shot from his horse. A soldier coming to despoil the slain asked his name. 

I am the King of Sweden,” he murmured, whereupon the soldier shot him 
through the head. His horse, galloping wildly and covered with blood, 
spread the news of the loss, and his body was recovered by the Swedes To- 
day his body lies in Sweden in the Riddarholms Kyrkan, the national shrine 
And thus the tide was turned and Protestantism was saved. It was the 
beginning of the end of the Pope’s world power. In all lands today the 
name of Gustavus Adolphus is a battle cry for God and liberty. Even 
though Gustavus Adolphus lost his life, the cause of religious freedom won 
the victory of the day, and now 300 years later, we are still enjoying the 
blessings of this supreme sacriflce made by the blond King of The North.

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Mr. Woniiser Presents His Views. 

I have just read the December issue of The Numismatist, and find the 
letter written by Dr. Pradeau on the subject of The Numismatist and its 
general scope and policy. 

I want to go emphatically on record that I heartily approve of and endorse 
the manner in which you have been running The Numismatist for the past 
many years it has been the privilege of the A. N. A. to have you as editor 
and business manager, and after our many years of association in A. N. A. 
work I need hardly express to you the admiration which I hold for you and 
for the efficiency with which you have put The Numismatist on a paying 
business basis during the years of your administration, as you know that I 
have always expressed it by implied thought and spoken and written word. 
So much for the business end of your work. 

As to the material which you have been publishing, the field of numis- 
matics is so far flung that all critics should realize that no matter what 
will publish, there will always be a large number of A. N. A. members not 
interested in each particular article, while the number interested in it will 
always be very much restricted. Still, that is no reason for withholding 
good material from publication. The series of articles on U. S. paper money, 
which ha,ve been particularly the subject of criticism, in my humble opinion, 
are very much worth-while, as they cover a most interesting field of Ameri- 
can numismatics in a very exhaustive way, and I venture to say that future 
generations of American numismatists will eagerly scan the back volumes of 
The Numismatist for the publication of this particular material. 

Speaking of the effect of this material on myself personally, I must admit 
that in a limited way they converted me to the collecting of broken-bank 
bills, and they probably did the same for a number of other collectors. 
They even found an echo in far-off Vienna, where our esteemed correspond- 
ent, the Director of the State Cabinet, Dr. Loehr, expressed the desire to 
obtain some specimens of such bills. 

Your critics probably do not realize that their fault-finding should be 
directed against themselves, and not against the editor and his editorial 
policy, as you can only publish such material as is submitted to you. If they 
are so anxious to have material on their special fields of numismatics pub- 
lished by you, just let them get on the band wagon and co-operate, and fur- 
nish you with some good material for publication; and they will then see 
how readily and willingly you will give it publication space. I know that it 
is not your objection to material, but your inability to obtain it from oui 
members, which prevents you from publishing a greater variety of numis- 
matic material. 

Our critics also must emphatically understand that the A. N. A. has never 
aimed particularly at a highly scholarly standard. For scholasticism in 
numismatics, as it might be called, we would cheerfully refer our critics to 
the American Numismatic Society, which has the equipment and the endow- 
ment for scholarly work. With our limitations as to income and unpaid 
officials, the A. N. A. must always remain just a popular organization, rather 
a federation, than an Association, and rather a body for popularizing our 
subject We are the numismatic public school or prep school, and from our 
ranks the scholars should graduate into the deeper work published by the 
American Numismatic Society. 

To those of us who have been identified with A. N. A. work over half a 
lifetime or more, this distinction as to the scope of the A. N. A. has been 
brought home long ago, so that we have no delusions about it, and we know 
just wherein there appears no conflict between the work of the respective 
organizations, the Association and the Society, and we each respect the

other for its particular field. Dr. Pradeau being a very new member, and 
having had little to do with A. N. A. work, is only just now discovering 
differences which have become second nature with us of the old guard, and 
the enthusiasm with which new followers of the A. N. A. find everything 
that we have done in the past, and that we are doing, all wrong, is some- 
what amusing to us old-timers. 

Still, we grow by free criticism, and we are happy to find new members 
who take sufficient interest to voice their ideas and to wish to improve our 
work. More power to them! But they must realize our scope and our limi- 
tations and not try to make swans out of geese. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to you the assurance which I feel that 
what I have stated herein in defense of your work must be the sentiments of 
the large majority of A. N. A. members who have been your loyal followers 
and admirers for the many years past, during which you have done your edi- 
torial and managerial work efficiently, earnestly, loyally, and with a great 
deal of self-sacrifice. It has seemed particularly small and ungenerous to me 
that the writer of the letter. Dr. Pradeau, referred somewhat sneeringly to 
the fact that you were receiving compensation which at best is quite inade- 
quate, in view of its magnitude and importance, for the invaluable work 
which you are rendering to the Association. 

Here are my best wishes that you may continue with us for many years 
to come, in charge, in the same devoted and enthusiastic manner, of the one 
outstanding activity above all others, which our Association is engaged in, 
the publication of our magazine. The Numismatist.

The James Monroe Post Notes. 

On page 781 of The Numismatist for December I find two letters regard- 
ing the Cincinnati James Monroe Post Notes which I have definitely classi- 
fied as those issued by John H. Piatt & Co., bankers, of Cincinnati. I want 
to take this opportunity of thanking Mr. Rud. Kohler for giving a very good 
description of post notes. I also want to answer Mr. Fred E. Eggers’ letter, 
in which he wishes to classify these notes as part of the 1837 panic money. 

In the first place, the notes came to me with quite an assortment of com- 
mercial and bank paper from the original files of John H. Piatt & Company, 
of this city, all of this commercial paper dated between the years 1815 and 
1820. After a careful search through this paper I have found a check, 
which I am attaching. This check is made out for $400 and is dated, Cin- 
cinnati, Sept. 28th, 1818, and reads as follows: “Cashier for John H. Piatt 
& Co., Bankers, Pay to C. Fletcher or bearer, four hundred dollars in ‘Post 
Notes payable one hundred & eighty days from date.’ Monroe & Fletcher.’’ 
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This single sheet of paper definitely establishes the definition of a post 
note, the date these post notes were issued, and the issuer of the post notes, 
and also the gentleman in question to whom they were made out, namely 
Mr. Monroe. BRAND.

Several Suggestions For Improving the Magazine. 

It is not my intention to prolong the discussion relative to the improve- 
ment of The Numismatist, as raised at the Los Angeles convention, but I de- 
sire to submit to my fellow-members some thoughts on the subject which 

may be of value. t u ^ 

The magazine is an excellent publication, and those who have subscribea 
to it for the last ten years can appreciate the progress which it has made. 
The issues of 1921 and 1922 contained 620 and 624 pages, respectively, 
whereas those of 1931 and 1932 contained 892 and 816 respectively. As to 
the range of subjects covered, I cannot see how they could have been mor^e 
diversified. We find articles relating to coins, ancient, mediaeval and mod- 
ern- paper money, encased stamps, auction prices, new issues; every age and 
country, and every phase of the subject that is of interest to different col- 
lectors is included. “Numismatic literature” might be given more space 
but that is my own pet hobby, and I am prejudiced. ^ ^ ^ 

One improvement would be to increase its size, but, as I understand it, 
that is limited at the present by funds available and the number of contribu- 
tions received. However, no one can say that it is not worth the subscrip- 
tion price of $2 per annum to Association members. 

THE MAGAZINE IS WHAT WE MEMBERS MAKE IT. Its pages are 
open to all, contributions are desired and solicited, and if of merit will bo 
gladly accepted and published. Therefore, let those who would criticize 
submit a few articles on the subject in which they are interested and with 
which they are familiar. The editor cannot do it all. No magazine that I 
know of depends for its material upon the editorial staff. 

To show that the members have been lax themselves, let me call attention 
to the “Question Box” department started some years ago, and which stop- 
ped because of the members themselves. We now have a new one of siniilar 
nature in the recent issues, “Voice of the Collector.” May we hope this does 
dot have a like ending. It is up to the members, and I presume any subject 
or branch of numismatics may be discussed in this department. 

I welcome the return of “News from Alden Scott Boyer,” which we have 
not had since 1922 or 1923. These remarks are always interesting — pithy, 
pointed and pertinent, as well as “diversified.” 

There is, of course, room for improvement in any magazine. 

(1) It might be worth while to consider another type of paper than the 
glazed kind used now, and to use a larger sized type. A different kind of 
paper would probably mean that the cuts would have to be printed on glazed 
sheets inserted at the end of each issue, after the manner of sale catalogues. 
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This might mean extra expense, but would be an improvement, because the 
present glazing and small type presents a combination which is indeed tire- 
some to the eyes, as anyone who reads a great deal and who attempts to 
digest all of one magazine at one reading will testify. 

(2) Condense the remaining portion of the work on obsolete paper money 
by omitting entirely the names and data concerning those closed banks of 
whose currency no specimens are described, and listing these at the end of 
the work in a compact table. 

(3) Omit the Directory of Numismatic Clubs, publishing this once or 
twice a year instead of in each issue, and condense the accounts of meetings. 
This department is now, I feel, top-heavy, no less than nine pages being de- 
voted to it in the December issue. However, retain it, as it is a stimulus to 
collecting, fosters the formation of new societies, and helps materially to 
support the parent Association. 

(4) Continue to encourage and urge members to submit manuscripts deal- 
ing with coins, etc. 

(5) Start a department relative to the outstanding and rare coins of the 
world, in which each month some member will contribute an article rela- 
tive to one specimen. For example: The 1804 dollar; the Joachimthaler; 
the Simon Petition crown; the Pine Tree shilling; the testones of Francis I 
of France; the testones of Milan; the florins of Florence — in short, those 
coins which have always stood out for artistic merit, for rarity, or for the 
marking of a new era in the development of coinage. Also such notable yet 
little-heard-of coins, as the largest gold piece of antiquity, the 20-stater 
piece of Eucratides. Such an article might cover: 

(a) History of the flnest known specimen. 

(b) When and where struck. 

(c) Description. 

(d) Reason for or purpose of the coin. 

(e) Comparative value of different specimens. 

(6) Ask the owners of the larger and more important collections to give 
a history of same, method used in forming the collection and obtaining 
specimens, and description of more important specimens, etc. 

The foregoing are merely suggestions. I repeat that the magazine as a 
whole is excellent and well worth the price.

Uses Spool-Silk Cabinet for Keeping Coins. 

After perusing your new department, “Voice of the Collector,’’ I also was 
inspired to let off some steam and prompted to let others know, who might be 
trying to make a visible display of their stock, of a cabinet which I puchased 
last year from a dry goods store going out of business. 

It was used for spool silk and has three drawers, with a thick piece of 
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glass in front of each drawer; is 7 inches high, 16 inches deep and 21 
inches wide. The drawers have semi-circular grooves of twelve rows and 
for 13 spools in each row, in which 156 spools of the silk had been dis- 
played in each drawer. 

This is very adequate for holding several coins in each spool space and by 
leaving a space or two vacant between the countries I am able to well arrange 
my collection, consisting of about 600 pieces of foreign silver and copper, 
therein. 

It might be well adopted by anyone who could purchase one of these spool 
silk cabinets; the only difficulty is for very large silver pieces or double 
thalers, the spaces not being wide enough for them.

Hobby, Antiques and Collectors’ Exposition. 

The Hobby, Antiques and Collectors’ Exposition, held at Sherman Hotel, 
Chicago, November 16 to 20, was a real novelty in the world of collecting. 
Lovers of all beautiful and rare things were in clover when they visited this 
hobby show. It would take too much valuable space in The Numismatist to 
describe everything exhibited there. The booths were many and the hobbies 
varied — coins, paper money and medals, postage stamps, antique furniture, 
firearms, paintings and prints, Indian relics, old glass and china, maps, 
books, etc. 

The four booths devoted to numismatics were surely one of the chief at- 
traction at the show. Twelve large show cases were filled with coins, medals 
and paper money. Booths No. 44 and 45, belonging to the American Nuniis- 
matic Association and Chicago Coin Club, had four cases and the following 
members were exhibitors: 
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C. S. Carlson: A fine collection of Swedish and European silver and cop- 
per coins in general. 

S. Kopicki: A beautiful collection of Lincoln medals and plaques, some 
rare and some unique pieces, not listed by King. 

R. H. Rosholm: A collection of Norwegian and Danish crown-size silver 
coins, with several patterns, and some extremely rare double species, in 
finest state of preservation. 

R. L. Cederlund: A selected collection of Swedish plate money, consist- 
ing of such rarities as: Christina, 1 daler, 1650. Carl X Gustaf, the huge 
8 daler, 1659, 12x24 inches, 32 pounds. Carl XI, 2 daler, 1675; 1 daler, 
1662; daler, 1691, an unpublished date and of highest rarity. Carl XII, 
2 daler, 1715, cast and struck in Stockholm from captured bronze cannon; 
1 daler, 1713, counterstamped 1718 and raised to 1 y 2 daler; 1 daler, 1715, 
counterstamped on obverse with the shield of Gotha and on the reverse with 
the arms of Svea; daler, 1716, with diamond counterstamp; % daler, 
1718, with triangular counterstamp. Ulrica Eleonora, a set of 4, 2 and ^ 
daler, 1719-1720. Frederick I, a set of 4, 2, 1 and daler, various dates;

Adolf Frederick, a set of 4, 2, 1 and ^ daler, various dates; 1 daler and ^2 
daler, 1752, Gustafsbergs mint. 

Booth No. 43 — Lithuanian Historial and Numismatic Society, Dr. Alex. M. 
Rackus, curator.- Five large show cases filled with unusual things in the 
line of numismatics, such as prehistoric currency of Europe, prehistoric 
money of American aboriginees, native money of the South Sea Islands, 
ancient money of Greece and Rome, money of the Bible, queer money of 
Egypt, Ireland, Prussia, Gaul, etc.; believe-it-or-not coins, beauty parlor 
coins, cheese money and portrait coins of various rulers that have the title 
of “The Great.” 

Booth No. 46 — The Koin-X-Change Shop, R. E. Gilmore. Three cases, 
exhibiting rare coins used about 700 years B. C. to recent date; medals of 
all Presidents, paper money and hundreds of varieties of Civil War cents, 
original documents and signatures, etc.

LATE EUROPEAN NUMISMATIC NEWS. 

I just received the delayed issue of the German Coin News of October. 
It gives a list of coins issued during the war in military prisons of Austria- 
Hungary, mentioning 10 towns and ranging from 1 heller to 20 kronen 
pieces of the years 1915-16, altogether 43 different coins. These are discus- 
sions of German necessity coins of different cities. 

There is a report of the founding of a German-Bohemian numismatic 
association in Teplitz-Schonau, the German part of Bohemia, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. They are striking a medal for this occasion, with the coat-of-arms of 
that city and others that have been of numismatic importance in the past, 
among them Joachimsthal, after which the thaler and our dollar are named. 
An exhibition together with a convention is planned and they expect to in- 
crease the interest in our field. The medal will be struck in silver and the 
design is by Architect Anton Tittel, of that city. 

Complaints have been registered throughout Prance by the people of the 
lack of the 5 and 10 franc silver coins and any kind of gold, as most paper 
money of the small 5 and 10 franc notes has been withdrawn from circula- 
tion. 

When tearing down an old building in a Hungarian town, under the old 
stove a bag with many Bohemian silver coins of Karl IV, Wenzel I and 
Johann of Luxemburg were found, and if the police had not saved it, all 
would have been stolen by the population for souvenirs. The priest finally 
took charge of 134 5 coins and is working on the find. 

Fifty-three silver coins have been found in Waldorf of the years 1623, '25 
and ’29. One side has the portrait of Petrus, with keys, sitting on clouds, on 
the other side the value. The coins were probably buried since the Thirty- 
Year War, about 300 years ago. 

The amount of silver coins at present in circulation in Germany is nearly 
two milliarden mark. This is very large if you take the population of about 
60,000,000 in consideration, and the coins of the other metals are not in- 
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eluded in that amount. Of course, the value of the pure silver in those 
coins is only about 200,000,000 mark. It proves a good income for the 
Reich. The need at present is so high that it almost competes with China, 
a country on the silver standard. 

The Bavarian Mint is striking a medal, size of a 5-mark piece, for the 
Niobe disaster (sailboat for cadets which met with a terrible accident and 
lost 69 men and officers). The design is by the famous sculptor, Karl Goetz, 
of Munich. The obverse shows the Niobe with all sails up and in memory 
of July 26, 1932. The reverse has an inscription mourning the loss of 69 
comrades of the Niobe. 

For the 85th birthday of Hindenburg the Central Office of German Com- 
memorative Medals struck two, one in silver, the other in bronze. The de- 
sign is by Professor Oskar Glockler. The obverse shows the head of Hind- 
enburg, with inscription, “Reichspresident von Hindenburg, 1847-1932.” The 
reverse has the coat-of-arms of Hindenburg. 

A well-known numismatic expert, Richard Guber, Neuern, Bohemia, 
Czecho-Slovakia, has sent me a complete list of all coins of the republic 
since it started its own coinage in 19 21. The state belonged to Austria- 
Hungary, has been independent since 1918. The coins include 2 heller, tin; 
5 and 10 heller, copper-bronze; 20 and 50 heller, 1.5 kronen, all in nickel- 
bronze; 5 kronen, in silver, also 10 kronen, and a 10 kronen commemora- 
tive of 19 28. The last one is very scarce. Gold coins are the one, two, five 
and ten ducat pieces. The one and two ducat of 19 23 were issued also as 
commemoratives of the five-year existence of the republic. The one ducat 
coin is numbered from one to one thousand and was given to the President, 
the Senate, etc. Of the two ducat piece there were only 4000 made and are 
also very scarce. The 2 heller in tin and the 5 kronen in nickel have been 
withdrawn from circulation as impractical. As the ducats are not official 
circulating medium and their price varies, the mint is planning the issue of 
100 kronen in gold in the near future.

THE NUMISMATIST AND THE A. N. A. TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO, 

Much of the space in the January, 19 08, issue of The Numismatist is de- 
voted to discussions of the new $10 and $20 St. Gaudens gold coins which 
had just been struck. The wire-edge $20 pieces were said to be selling at 
$26 to $3 5 among collectors and brokers, with a very active market. There 
is also a lengthy message from Farran Zerbe, the new President of the A. 
N. A. The department devoted to the A. N. A. contains the names of thirty- 
two applicants for membership, a number of whom later became some of its 
most active and prominent members. Among them we note the name of 
Harry T. Wilson, of Chicago, who for several years past has so acceptably 
filled the office of General Secretary. Announcement is made that the first 
issue of Mehl’s Numismatic Monthly, published by B. Max Mehl, of Fort 
Worth, Texas, would make its appearance on January 1. A report is also 
given of the sale of S. H. Chapman, of Philadelphia, on November 29 and 
30, of several collections, with prices obtained for some of the rarities. A 
sketch of a proposed badge for the A. N. A. is illustrated, which, with some 
modifications, was later adopted as the official badge. 


EXHIBITION OF PORCEEAIN COINS AND MEDAES AT IIRESDEN. 

In the state cabinet of coins at Dresden there is now on exhibition a col- 
lection of coins and medals of porcelain and other ceramic material which 
offers to all collectors and friends a wealth of new objects. 

In a number of divisions there are exhibited about one thousand porce- 
lain coins and medals. This is the first exhibition of such pieces and pre- 
sents a thorough oversight of the subject. Numismatists will no doubt be 
interested in the advance issue of tokens in porcelain and terra cotta, which 
appeared current in Siam between 1760 and 1875, and of which there are 
150 different ones exhibited here. Their origin is historically interesting. 
It began as tokens of the numerous licensed gambling dens of that country, 
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and subsequently, as the Government did not supply enough small change, 
taking the place of current small change. As the Chinese counterfeited 
them, and in quantities, their number increased enormously (there are 890 
different varieties known) the Government in 1875 prohibited their use. 
The Siamese tokens offer a welcome sight through the good taste of the 
lively colors and the singular designs — flowers, animals, human flgures and 
Chinese inscriptions. They have become a much sought-after object by 
European and American collectors. 

Following such a rich exhibition of Siamese porcelain coins (tokens) we 
And a nearly complete one of pattern coins made in the State Porcelain 
Manufactory at Meissen. The parties ordering were, with the exception of 
Guatemala, German States, circuits (counties) and cities. The material for 
these coins was principally the red bottger paste, which offers a nearly 
secure agent against counterfeiting and imitation and at the same time is 
not as liable to be broken as the white porcelain, which is used in making 
medals. The coins shown from other ceramic factories are by the variety 
of their color pleasing to the eye, but are wanting in technical and artistic 
execution to those of the Meissen manufactory. 

Following are personal, exhibition, jubilee, sport, and advertising medals 
in numerous, mostly gilt, specimens. Among the personal mdeals are to be 
noted the flnely engraved heads of Bach, Frederick the Great, Goethe, Hind- 
enburg, Graf Luckner, Luther, Schiller and Richard Wagner. The medals 
of the millenium celebration of Meissen and Nordhausen, as well as the

jubilee medals of Bamberg, Ldbau, Oberammergau, Oppenheim, etc., are 
worthy of notice. The balance are medals from other ceramic factories, 
among which the personal ones of Ehrhart, Hitler and Schlageter are to be 
noted, as well as a large glazed jubilee medal of Prince Regent Luitpold of 
Bavaria which was made in 1911 in Selb in Bavaria. 

All designs of the Meissen coins and medals are by Prof. E. P. Bdrner, 
of Meissen; the dies were cut, after these designs, by Fritz Hornlein, en- 
graver to the Saxon mint in Dresden. All the objects here shown were 
collected and arranged, after ten years’ work, by Mr. Arno Eckard, Dres- 
den, and lent to the Saxon State Coin Collection for exhibition. Information 
about Siamese tokens may be found in the very rare work of H. A. Ramsden, 
“Siamese Porcelain and Other Tokens,’’ Yokohama, 1911, and of other 
porcelain coins and medals (only to 1911) by Otto Horn, “Die Munzen und 
Medaillen aus der Staatlichen Manufactur zu Meissen,’’ Leipzig, 1923. Mr. 
Arno Eckard has in preparation a complete list of European porcelain coins, 
trial pieces, tokens and medals which is to be issued in a short time. 

The above-noted collection of porcelain coins, medals, etc., is expected to 
be OR exhibition in 1933 at Chicago.

Deaths 

DU. GEORGE P. FRENCH. 

After an illness of two days of pneumonia, Dr. George P. French, a mem- 
ber of the Rochester Numismatic Association and the A. N. A., died at his 
home, 15 Clifton street, Rochester, on November 25. He was 67 years 
old. The funeral took place on November 28, services being conducted at 
the home at 8.30 o’clock and at Immaculate Conception Church at 9 o’clock. 
The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Joseph C. Cameron, pastor, officiated. The pallbearers 
were members of the R. N. A. and included Wm. H. Amberg, George J. 
Bauer, A. H. Plumb, J. W. Horner, William F. Sunday and George A. Gil- 
lette. He is survived by a daughter, Mrs. Nina Shaffer; a grandson, George 
F. Hoare, a granddaughter, two nieces and four nephews. Mrs. French died 
July 8, 1927. 

Although not in the best of health the last two or three years, he was 
not confined to the house and was able to attend to his professional duties 
and business affairs up to the time of his last illness. Only four or five days 
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previously he had attended the funeral of Edson J. Woodgate, a fellow- 
member of the R. N. A. 

Dr. French was born in Rochester in 1865 and had lived there his entire 
life. He attended Rochester schools, including Cathedral High School, and 
was graduated from Columbia Medical College in 1888. Before he began 
the practice of medicine he served as an interne at St. Mary’s Hospital. 

He was best known to numismatists by the collection of large cents 
formed by him over a period of forty years. This collection included prac- 
tically all the known die varieties of large cents and consisted of 832 pieces, 
nearly every one of which was in uncirculated condition. He had exhibited 
this collection at several A. N. A. conventions, and it was perhaps the fore- 
most of its kind ever formed. Three of the 1793 cents were valued at 
$5,000 each. About three years ago he sold the collection to B. Max Mehl, 
of Fort Worth, Texas, at a price said to be $50,000. It has since been dis- 
persed and specimens are to be found in many collections of large cents. 
Tile sale is said to have been the largest transaction involving a single set 
of coins ever recorded in this country. Although this series occupied most 
of his attention, he did not confine himself entirely to it. His collection of 
other coins is said to contain a specimen of the 1853 half dollar with arrows 
and rays, one of less than half a dozen known. 

Nor did he confine himself to coins in collecting. His home was a 
veritable museum for almost any object that was rare, odd or of interest 
for any reason. Among his most valued possessions was a collection of 
firearms, which included practically every type of gun used in the United 
States since the War of the Revolution. He also owned a collection of 
clocks, among which was one made in 15 58, one of the oldest running 
clocks in the world. Included in his collection is said to be a Peachblow 
vase, an exact duplicate of one bought by a New York collector for $24,000 
and presented to the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Dr. French had been attending conventions almost uninterruptedly since 
the A. N. A. first met in his home city of Rochester in 1912. He enjoyed 
the fraternal spirit that is so much in evidence at these gatherings and to 
which he contributed to such a great degree. He loved the companionship 
of collectors, and, like Abou Ben Adhem, it can truthfully be recorded oppo- 
site his name, “he loved his fellow-man.” Easily one of the most popular 
figures at any gathering of collectors, he had a personality that won for him 
their warm friendship. Whether in the rugged health of middle age or in 
the uncertainty which hovered over him in the last few years of his life, he 
was always the same jovial, care-free, democratic doctor, and of the many 
times it has been our privilege to be in his company we do not remember 
seeing him in any other mood. 

In his death numismatics loses an enthusiastic collector, the R. N. A. and 
the A. N. A. a valued member, and A. N. A. conventions and other gather- 
ings of collectors a colorful figure. 


Following is a copy of a letter addressed to the family of Dr. French by 
C. B. Sampson, secretary of the Chautaqua Coin, Stamp and Curio Club, 
Jamestown, N. Y.: 

“The death of Dr. French was called to the attention of this club at a 
meeting held last evening, and after preliminary remarks many personal 
anecdotes were told by the president and leading members relating to their 
contact with this big, generous and well-informed collector of coins, stamps 
and other articles, and recalling his many visits to our city and our club, 
(of which he became Honorary Life Member No. 3). The secretary was 
instructed to convey to you our deepest regrets at his passing, and the hope 
that your grief may be lightened in knowing that all who have met Dr. 
French appreciate your loss and mourn with you. The members of this 
club with to convey their personal sympathy with this message and will 
spread same on its minutes.” 


EDSON J. AVOODGATE. 

Edson J. Woodgate, a member of the Rochester Numismatic Association, 
died suddenly on November 19 at his home, 51 Superior street, Rochester. 
He was also a member of the A. N. A. and attended the Cincinnati conven- 
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tion in 1931. He was 65 years old. He is survived by his widow, Alice 
Elliot Woodgate, and four children — Burton, Nelson E., Vera E. and Mrs. 
Mildred M. Leak, of Riga. The funeral took place from the home on No- 
vember 21, and interment was at Scottsville. Services were conducted by 
the Rev. George Middleton, of the Calvary Baptist Church, Rochester. 

He began collecting when a boy and retained an active interest in coins 
and relics throughout his life. His first collection of coins, sold a number 
of years ago, included a Washington half dollar. He specialized in half 
dollars in the finest possible condition, and he was also partial to fine speci- 
mens in the other series.

I know enough about this thing to fill a page, 
but I dislike to bring it up; but, collectors, this is bad business. This sure 
is a bad business; and any officer who does such a thing should get the 
“hoot,” and get it darned quick. Yes, he should.

CURATOR FARRAN ZERBE HONORED. 

A commemorative luncheon was given by the Chase National Bank of 
New York on November 28th, 1932, at its main office, 18 Pine street, New 
York City, in honor of the completion of fifty years of numismatic activity 
by Farran Zerbe, curator of the famous Chase National Bank collection of 
moneys of the world. All members of the A. N. A. will be interested to 
hear of the passing of this milestone by one of its ex-presidents and promi- 
nent members, and Mr. Zerbe’s endeavors in numismatic fields richly de- 
served this recognition and distinction. 

The luncheon was given in one of the special dining rooms of the restau- 
rant which the bank conducts for its large staff of employees and officers, 
and was presided over by Mr. F. W. Gehle, assisted by Mr. Crawford Wheel- 
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er, both vice-presidents of the institution. Several friends of Mr. Zerbe, 
active in numismatics in the New York area, were the invited guests privi- 
leged to assist in the celebration, including Howland Wood, J. M. Swanson, 
Geo. H. Blake, F. C. C. Boyd, Franklin H. Gates and Moritz Wormser, and 
the occasion was very much enjoyed by all present, but of course principally 
by the guest of honor himself. After the luncheon everyone present ex- 
tended felicitations and expressed their individual ideas which the celebra- 
tion suggested. 

Mr. Gehle emphasized the satisfaction of the bank over the good results 
which the acquisition of Mr. Zerbe’s collection and his association with the 
bank had accomplished for it. Mr. Zerbe responded with reminiscences of 
his long numismatic career and called the event one of the red-letter days 
of his affiliation with this national institution. Mr. Gates, a former vice 
president of the Chase National Bank, told the story of the circumstances 
connected with the acquisition of the Zerbe collection by the bank. 

Mr. Swanson expressed his thoughts on the historical and economic im- 
portance of the Zerbe collection, while Mr. Wood pointed out that he and 
Mr. Zerbe were the only numismatic curators in captivity in the United 
States. 

Mr. Boyd spoke of the friendly and continuing rivalry between Mr. Zerbe 
and himself in the purchase of numismatic treasures. 

Mr. Wormser referred to the satisfaction felt among numismatists that 
at last bankers had recognized the importance of numismatics as a field 
allied to banking. 

Mr. Blake expressed the hope that the ownership of the Zerbe collection 
by the bank would prove to be a permanent one on account of its value as a 
whole, and its uniqueness, even under successive future managements of 
the bank; and upon this point Mr. Wheeler gave assurance that the bank 
fully realized the permanent value of the collection it owned and the desira- 
bility of maintaining it intact for the future. 

At the conclusion of the luncheon those present adjourned to inspect the 
new ground-fioor hall at 4 6 Cedar street, where the collection is now in- 
stalled and shown to much better advantage than in the small basement 
room where it had been originally on display when the Chase National 
Bank first acquired it. 


A. N. vS. EXHIBIT IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The American Numismatic Society’s exhibit on the “Development of Coin- 
age’’ that was seen at the Los Angeles A. N. A. Convention, was brought to 
San Francisco through the efforts of Arthur C. Wyman, former assistant 
curator of the American Numismatic Society’s Museum in New York. This 
exhibit, which consists of 260 coins in gold, silver, bronze and nickel, allows 
ten coins to each country, beginning before 500 B. C. and continuing up to 
the present time. In San Francisco it was placed on exhibition at the De 
Young Memorial Museum, in Golden Gate Park, and received considerable 
comments in the local press. On November 11 Mr. Wyman delivered a lec- 
ture in the museum on the “Origin and Development of Coinage,’’ which was 
well attended. The first part of December saw the exhibit again on its way 
to New York. It may be interesting to note that the average weekly attend- 
ance at the museum is in the neighborhood of 10,000 people. 

The coin collection belonging to the De Young Memorial Museum, has 
not been displayed for several years, and, while it has no great rarities or 
even complete series, an effort is being made by Mr. Wyman to have this 
collection again displayed and to try to get members of the Pacific Coast 
Numismatic Society to lend California Pioneer gold coins to the museum in 
an effort to enable visitors to become interested in this phase of our early 
history.

Suffern, N. Y., is 
conducting an exchange bazaar of ‘what have you to trade’ for those who 
do not have money. Brazil imposes on the late revolutionary state of Sao 
Paulo the redemption of all paper money issued by that state during its 
unsuccessful effort for freedom. Native cigarette coupons are now currency 
in Java. Germany purchased during July and August 308 tons of silver to 
complete its coinage plans. Holland decides to continue on the gold basis; 
the lure of profit in sterling exchange has drawn $300,000,000 in gold from 
India. France’s 5 and 10 franc silver coins to replace notes of like denomi- 
nation may not be released until late in 19 33. Reaction of international 
exchange following the national election of our country was in the favor of 
the dollar, a loss being shown in the currencies of practically all countries. 
The Canadian dollar is now at a discount of about 13 per cent. Others ap- 
proximate quotations are: Pound sterling, $3.30; guilers, 40c.; belgas, 14c.; 
yens, 21c.; and slight declines in the francs of France and Switzerland.’’ 

Our president, Mr. Wood, called the club’s attention to the fact that one 
of our members was celebrating his fiftieth anniversary as a coin collector 
and called on our friend and fellow-member, Mr. Zerbe, for a few remarks.

During the month the pound sterling made an all-time low 
record, $3.14%, and there was a new low for the yen of Japan, 19% cents. 
Silver was the lowest of record, 24% cents an ounce. A five-franc silver 
coin is being considered by the parliament of France. A special half dollar 
in memory of General (Stonewall) Jackson has been suggested by the Lions 
Club of Weston, W. Va. Among the novel proposals for the United States is 
a ‘self-liquidating currency’ to be issued and dispersed for public improve- 
ments, the redemption of which is to be provided for by the affixing and can- 
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•celling of a two-cent stamp each time a dollar changes hands; after fifty 
transfers the Government will have received one dollar for the stamps used 
and with which it is to redeem the note. From different sections of the 
country comes news of depression expedients by the use of commodities as 
currency and the issuing of exchange scrip.” 

The Secretary reported the death of our fellow member, Dr. George P. 
French, of Rochester, N. Y. He also reported that the Chase National Bank 
had given a luncheon to our member, Mr. Zerbe, in celebration of his fifty 
years of coin collecting.

Starting with the upsets caused by the French Revolution, the flight of the 
Bourbons and the new monetary standard of the franc, Mr. Pond sketched 
the events leading to the downfall of Napoleon and the first Restoration of 
Louis XVIH, exhibiting various 20-franc gold pieces of the Consulate, the 
Empire and the first Restoration. He then told of the period known as the 
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“Hundred Days,” during which Napoleon returned to temporary power while 
Houis XVHI was a refuge in Ghent and showed a 20-franc piece struck in 
Paris by Napoleon in 1815, and closed his talk by relating the conditions 
which led the impoverished refugee at Ghent to consent to the British Gov- 
ernment striking for its own account and use the famous Louis d’or dated 
1815 and bearing the head of Louis XVIH. Mr. Pond also showed this 
piece, which differs from the regular French issue of that year in several 
ways, notably by the mint marks R and a fleur-de-lis. 

After a vote of thanks to Mr. Pond for his talk the meeting adjourned.

\KW ZEALAND NUMISMATIC SOCIETY — Eighth meeting, August 29th. 
“The Beginnings of Coinage” was the subject of a very instructive illustrated 
address delivered by Prof. J. Rankine Brown, vice-president, at its meeting 
held at Turnbull Library, Wellington. There was a good attendance of 
members and their friends, and the society was honored by the presence of 
His Excellency the Governor-General, the Rt. Hon. Lord Bledisloe, who at- 
tended for the first time as patron of the society and who received a warm 
welcome by the President, the Rev. D. C. Bates. During the course of his 
remarks the president said that since the last meeting their Excellencies had 
made a wonderful gift to the nation of the site on which the Treaty of Wai- 
tangi had been signed — New Zealand’s greatest historical spot — and he con- 
sidered that it would be an appropriate act on the part of the Government 
if a medal were struck to commemorate that gift. As an expression of grati- 
tude on the part of the people it would be fitting if the obverse of the medal 
bore the likenesses of their Excellencies, Lord and the Lady Bledisloe, whose 
names would always be associated with the cultural development of this 
Dominion The speaker for the evening, Prof. J. Rankine Brown, was then 
introduced by the president. 

During the course of his address Dr. Brown said that it was beyond ques- 
tion that the Greeks were the inventors of coinage, just as they were the 
inventors of many much more precious things in life — in philosophy, science, 
European art and literature They were not the first to use metal as a me- 
dium of exchange, but by stamping their pieces of metal with a distinctive 
mark as a guarantee of weight and genuineness they invented coinage. In 
the pre-metallic stage articles were valued in terms of cattle, but it was 
doubtful whether oxen were actually used as a medium of exchange; they 
may have served as a rough standard of value to take the place of primitive 
barter. The method of marking early coins was by placing lumps of molten 
metal on a flat surface, something like an anvil, and, while hot, punching 
them with a tool on the face of which a design was engraved. Subsequently 
the mark or design was sunk into the surface of the anvil, or swage, and 
this not only served to hold the hot metal in position but enabled a design 
in relief to be reproduced. Coins reached their complete development when 
a design was cut into the end of the punch as well as the anvil, thus permit- 
ting a relief to be obtained on both sides of the metal. It was generally 
agreed among those who preferred to be guided by evidence and intelligence 
rather than tradition that coinage originated among the Greek commercial 
communities of Asia Minor, and not in Lydia. Croesus, King of Lydia, 560- 
546 B. C., was the first person to coin gold and silver coins in substitution 
for the old electriim coinage, which was the first bi-metallic coinage an«] 
which was shortlived, due to the conquest of Lydia by Persia. The Greek 
coinage' was essentially a silver coinage. The coinage of gold came in with 
Phillip II and Alexander of Macedonia in the fourth century, whose gold 
coins circulated as freely in the ancient world as the British sovereign used 
to do on the European Continent. Copper was only coined as a money of 
necessity until the Roman Imperial period, when the coinage of silver prac- 
tically came to an end. 

All through the period of free Greece no head or emblem connected with 
a human being appeared on Greek coins. This practice began in the Hel- 
lenstic period after 3 00 B. C., when the reigning monarchs of the great 
kingdoms which arose on the breaking up of Alexander’s empire gradually 
came to put their effigies on their coins, as well as a greater amount of let- 
tering, but the putting of inscriptions on coins, so valuable historically, 
really belongs to the Roman Empire. 

After a most interesting survey of the evolution of coinage the speaker 
made passing reference to modern coins and concluded by stating that it was 
astonishing to note the small changes that had taken place since the days of 
the inventors of coinage. Mechanically the modern coins were more perfect, 
but artistically they were much inferior to their Greek prototypes. 
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Dr. Brown then showed slides of various types of early coinages, which 
illustrated the striking beauty of the early designs and evoked the admira- 
tion of all present. 

The Rt. Hon. Lord Bledisloe, in moving a vote of thanks, paid a striking 
tribute to the professor for his illuminating address and the excellence of 
the slides shown. The slides clearly illustrated the fact that little advance 
had been made in coinage designs during the last 2,300 years. In fact, 
there was a beauty of design, an accuracy of delineation, and a vitality ap- 
parent in ancient coins that was not in evidence in the coin designs of later 
periods. Dr. J. S. Elliott, vice-president, seconded the motion, which was 
carried by acclamation. 

Special exhibits during the evening included a rare New Zealand Cross, 
the New Zealand medal, an Order of Knighthood of the Papal State, electro- 
types of early Greek and Roman coins, and ancient seals. 

At a council meeting held earlier in the evening, the following 12 new 
members were elected: Mr. J. G. Tennent, Tuai, Wairoa; Miss Wood, Miss 
M. Taylor, Wellington; Messrs. V. E. Barker, Whangarei; H. N. Johnson, 
New Plymouth; W. D. Ferguson, Wellington; N. Di Somma, Christchurch;

A discussion took place regarding the proposal that the Government should 
be asked to agree to the striking of a Waitangi medal as suggested by the 
president, and a sub-committee was set up to submit information at next 
meeting in regard to cost of preparing dies, and suggestions as to the best 
means of representing the matter to the Government. 

At the conclusion of the Council meeting members spent an interesting 
evening examining and exchanging specimens for their cabinets. 


WOLFEUOKO, N. H., TO CELEBRATE ANNIVERSARY. 

In 1934 the town of Wolfeboro, N. H., will celebrate the 175th anniversary 
of the fall of Quebec and, it is claimed, the founding of the American Colo- 
nies. Wolfeboro was named for General Wolfe in 1759, and the town pro- 
poses to put on a big pageant that will be international in scope. Repre- 
sentatives of Great Britain, France, Canada and the United States will be 
present. 

If you have been in Wolfeboro you have perhaps visited the Libby Mu- 
seum and its treasure room in which has been preserved a pictorial and 
graphic history of General Wolfe and his times and of his illustrious con- 
temporaries. This collection has been made possible through the efforts of 
William S. Furst, an attorney and counselor at law, of Philadelphia, and a 
member of the A. N. A., collaborating with Dr. Henry F. Libby. 

Included in the exhibit at the Libby Museum are a number of coins and 
medals. The coins include French issues of 175 9, and also of Louis XIV; 
medals of the capture of Louisburg in 17 58; the British victories in Canada, 
especially noting the Battle of the Plains of Abraham in 1759; medals of 
Penn’s Treaty with the Indians and the burning of Kittanning; also paper 
money of New Hampshire, Delaware and Pennsylvania from 1759 to 1775. 
There are also specimens of the Maundy money of England of 1759, and 
the Liberty medal dated July 4, 177 6. To further increase the numismatic 
collection at the museum Mr. Furst would like to get in touch with collect- 
ors and dealers who have coins or paper money issued in 17 59, or of medals 
relating to Wolfe and his times.
